They still held their revoivers by their sides.

RELIGIOUS RITES. 


How the Catholic 81 Episcopal Churches 
Observe Guod Friday. 


Good Friday, the anniversary of the com. 
memoration of the crucifixion, is the most 
solemn day of the religous year. In the 
Roman Catholic and Episcopalian churches 
the day is observed with most impressive cer. 
emonials. In the Catholic churches a mass is 
sung, which is called the mass of the presanc- 


tifed. It differs from the ordinary 
mass in that it is not a mass 
at all. This paradoxical statement is 


explained thus: The essence of the mass isthe 
consecration of the Blessed Sacrament; on 
Good Friday the sacrament is not consecrated 
but is brought back from the repository, whith. 
ér it had been carried in solemn procession the 
day before, and consumed by the priest at the 
central altar. In other respects the mass of 


the presanctified does not differ 
trom the ordinary mass. The priest 
and his ministers in black vestments 


go tothe altar without lghts or incense and 
prostrate themselves betore it. When they 
rey the acolyte covers it with one linen cloth, 

he priest with his minister, having offered up 
a prayer, goes up to the altar and kisses it in 
the middie. The reader reads the prophecy 
from the spot where the epistie is usually read, 
beginning it without any title, and the priest 
rends it in a low tone from the epistle side 
of the altar. Tracts, prophectes, etc., ana 
the tenth and nineteenth chapters of St. 
John’s Goepels are read. Classes 
ot perp, including Jews, ‘‘perfedis 
Judwis, who are never mentioned 
by name in the prayers of the priest in other 
days, are prayed for. Another feature of the 
mass Of the presanctified is the ‘‘adoration of 
the cross.’’

Asthe flame expires a loud noise 
is made by one Of the assistants to commem- 
orate the fearful crash and darkness which 
came upon the earth at the 
moment the crucified one exhaled 
his latest breath. Inthe evening & sermon, 
usuaily upon the Passion, is preached, 
after which the Stations of the Oross are re 
cited. All during Hcly Week all the candles, 
pictures and statuary of the Roman Catholic 
churches are veiled. On Saturday mornin g 
the priest goes outon the porch in front of his 
chureh and performs the ceremonies of light- 
ing the new fire. The services on Saturday 
morning preceding WBaster Sunday are 
the longest of any day in_ the 
year, and second in impressiveness 
to those of scarcely any other day. On Easter 
morning the aitar and the church interior as- 
sume their most festal garb. 
THE EPISCOFPALIANS 

also observe good Friday with peculiar sol- 
emnity. 

At Trinity Church, Rev. G. O. Betts rector, 
the services to-day consisted of tne =. 
anaphoral service at7:50a,.m., followed by & 
repetition of the penitential psaims, with some 
prayers. Ata. m. matings were said with the 
reproaches, and at 12 m. began the com:

The altar has been rewly furnished by 
a member of the congregation, with polished 
brass candlesticks and gospel rest, and the 
altar cloth has been specially designed and 
painted by Carl Gutnerz. The head of our 
Lord, which forms the center panel, is said to 
be a work of exceptional beauty.

nem. Old Com. Vanderbilt married a cousin,

tion. The old Commodore, deeply bent on 
earning money and becoming a millionaire, 
neglected those courtesies which to women 
are more than riches. Consequently the fami- 
ly bad as many varieties of children in it as 
there was in the Chuzzlewit family. The 
iris married various kinds of men—brokers, 
ants, pensioners, etc.; and the princi- 
pal topic througb all these subordinate fami- 
lies was the old man’s money, and whether 
Bill was not going to get it all and leave the 
rest of them bare. One son, George Vander- 
pilt, was sent to West Point, married early 
and died, and his widow received $100,000 
from her father-in-law. 

The son be named for himself, Cornelius, 
had a good deal of irregular talent, particu- 
lariy at expressing himself on paper; but the 
Commodore soon found that he avoided pay- 
ing nis debts, and took a terrific dislike to 
hin. ile thougbt that a son who would run 
in debt had no redeeming quality whatever. 
This was only an exaggeration of the Com- 
modore’s passion for money. He liked it so 
much that he thought a son that would spend 
his money had neither the resurrection nor 
the life. If he nad taken the humane view 
of athousand parents ’who suffer for their 
sons witbout-any corresponding means to pay 
their debts, something might have been made 
of Cornelius. But he persevered in going in- 
to debt, and his father persevered in repudi- 
ating him, and it was the old story of the 
prodigalson, who Was always off in a far 
country eating corn-husks, while the gocd 
son Was at home plowing and digging. But 
this father killed no fatted calif when Cofne- 
‘Jius came back. His mother pitied the er- 
rant bey,and one of his sisters threw the man- 
tleof charity around him and assisted to 
muke a gallant fight to overturn the oid man’s 
wili——not on ber own bebaif so much as for 
her brother Cornelius, Whom she thougat to 
be badly treated. 

The aved lady who bore these numerous 

dren had been dead but a little while 
ywuen Vanderbilt took another wife, and she 
also Was In some manner of his tripe and 
family. The newspapers which announced 
the third marriage of this lady, soon to take 
place, also brought the news of the suicide of 
the never-do-we!l son. -He had forced his 
more steady brotber to make a general settie- 
ment with the family, including himself, but 
it was too late for money to accomplish any 
reformation. The morning after the suicide 
the Vanderbilt stock stood the downward 
run; and thus the son who had never had 
any ood influence in his life, and whose 
carecr Was one long series of misfortunes, 
pulleda fragment of the temple down, like 
sumson of old, When be expired. If the peo- 
ple would take the lesson to heart, they would 
see that these great fortunes seldom bring 
any real happiness, but.mere:y augment 
pode, envy and dissension.

The Bishop’s Libel Suit. 
New York Letter to Buffalo Courier. 

Bishop Hare makes a vigorous defense in 
the $25,000 libel suit of ex-Missionary Hin- 
man. Heprovesas keen and wide-awake a 
witness in his own behalf.as any lawyer could 
wish to handle. I suppose-the points of the 
case are pretty well known everywhere by 
this time. Hinman was a missionary amony 
the Indiansin the Northwest, afd Bishop 
Hare removed him for alleged immoraiities. 
The bishop afterward circulated a pamphiet 
viving his reasons for the removal and nar- 
rating incidents in the career of the mission- 
ary Which were hardly consistent with his 
clerical character, Ifthe statements in the 
pamphlet were true, Brother Hinman’s 
proper vocation was that of an elder in Utah, 
rather than a missionary among the benight- 
elred men. He had a powerful weakness, it 
seems—at least the Bishop says so, ana the 
sume he still tries to maintain—for female 
society, and he gave way to it so promiscu- 
ously, as it were, that his 
conduct became a general scandal. Suppos- 
lng the Bishop’s statements to be true, 
srother Hinman was, in fact, a regular wolf 
in sheep’s clothing and a very dangerous per- 
son, indeed, to be lying around loose among 
Wigwains, But Brother Hinman stands right 
up and says ’taintso. He denies the allega- 
ons in toto and demands $25,000 from the 
allegator for damages to his character. That 
would be a pretty large figure for the whole 
character of an ordinary missionary, not to 
say merely a part of it, but Brother Hinman 
may possibly rate himseif above the average. 
His chance of getting the $25,000 is not, how- 
ever, Very brilliant. Claiming big damages 
is one thing, and obtaining the cash is anoth- 
er, Besides, it may be said, without ventur- 
inginto the actual merits of the case, that 
the weight of evidence thus far is not in the 
plaintiffs favor, exept as to the fact that the 
defendant did accuse him, as alleged. That 
Is admitted, but the real question would 
Beetn Lo be, is the accusation true? The evi- 
dence does not show that it is not true. 
About the only thing it does show quite 
clearly is that the work of converting the 
Indians is sometimes very queerly done.

Agnes Booth’s Sister. 
From the Chicago Times, March 31. 

Two women, and the man who had formed 
a singularly strong attachment for her, were 
the only mourners about a dead woman’s 
coffin at the Michigan Southern Railroad 
depot, yesterday afternoon. The deceased 
was known at the house where she died Fri- 
day morning, on Wabash avenue, as Mrs. 
Belle Lamb. She was the sister of Mrs. 
Agnes Booth, who is the wife of Junius 
Brutus Booth, a brother of Edwia Booth,now 
piaying a two weeks’ engagement in this city. 
She was subject to nervous afflictions, and at 
times when they were severe she Was &c- 
customed to resort to morphine as an allevia- 
tor. On Monday evening she had 
an attack, and on Tuesday morn- 
ing when Mr. Lamb left her, 
she said she was much better. That 
was at 8 o’clock. An hour after the porter 
went into herroom and started a fire in the 
grate. Another hour later the lady of the 
house, who was ignorant of the history of her 
boarder, stepped in and spoke to her. “There 
was noreply,” she said, “and I thought she 
was asleep. I spoke to her again and touch- 
ed her, and I knew then she was dead. She 
had died alone; but her fece was as natural 
asif she had been asleep.’”’ Dr. Biuthardt 
was called in and gave it as his opinion that 
she died from congestion of the brain. She 
had taken an overdose of morphia. Her 
sister, Aznes Booth, was telegraphed to, and 
immediately answered, asking thet the re- 
mains be forwarded home, to Massachusetts, 
and cautioning the person to whom the tele- 
gram was addressed not to let the newspapers 
know anythingf{about her sister’s death.

Co-Operative Flats. 
New York{Letter to Buffalo Courier. 

The newest craze in the building line 1s for 
co-operative flats. It first appeared a couple 
of years ago, and it hasjbroken out this sea- 
son with a good deal of violence. A co-oper- 
ative flat is a building owned by, sav,halfa 
dozen persons, each of whom hasa suite of 
apartmentsinit. The difference between it 
and other flats simply is thatthe tenants 
don’t pay rent; they own what they occupy. 
Half a dozen persons agree upon acertain 
site as suitable for @ house. Trey employ 
an arebitect and builder, buy most of the 
material themselves and each’ selects the 
part ofthe building that shalibehis. As 
the various parts must differ in value, a 
sort of pro-rata arrangement is made, and on 
that basis the moneyto builathe houseis 
subscribed. The savingis from 15to20 per 
cent—that is, a flatthas would rent for $900 
a vear costs the tenant, who is also owner, 
say $750. Several new flats of this kind are 
now projected, and some, in the neighbor- 
hood of Central Park, are very costly. The 
plan is a good one, so long as the parties all 
agree. It enables a man of moderate 
means to have a home entirely his own ata 
lower cost than as good a home could be had 
forinany other way. Butstill it is only 
a flat, andthe ownership is not exclusive, 
as several others own partsofthe same 
building. At present. however, the craze 
for co-operative flats is very strong, anr like 
all other crazes it will runits course. By 
and by, perhaps, 3 good many who now give 
way to it will feel that a flat, even on the co- 
operative plan, 1s not a home after all.

CHASED BY WOLVES. 


A Mail Carrier’s Race for Life Over 
idaho Mountains. 
From the Wood River (idaho) Gazette. 

Thursday afternoon George Henninghouse, 
a short, thick German, whois employed to 
carry the mail between Bullion and Hailey 
at such timesasthe road is impassable for 
teams, left Hailey with a sack of mail weigh- 
ing about seventy pounds for Bullion Camp, 
which is seven miles almost due west of this 
city. As Henninghouse started down Bul- 
lion street toward the river, mounted on 
snow-shoes and the sack of mail swung over 
his shoulder, he remarked: ‘‘A heavy snow- 
storm is approaching, and I must make hasie 
or Til lose the way.” The course 
taken from Hailey to Bullion by snow- 
shoes is over the mountain, and _ the 
well-worn trail is easily followed, except dur- 
ing or just after a storm, when fresh snow 
obliterates the tracks made by the shoes. 
Henninghouse had gone as fart as the road 
which turns off to the Warm Springs, about 
two miles, when a blinding storm set in, blow- 
ing almosta gale. All signs of the road and 
trail were soon obliterated, and as the out- 
lines of the mountains were not distinguish- 
able through the descending snow and sleet, 
Henninghouse was forced to go considerably 
by guess. Miscalculating the distance over 
which he had traversed, he turned off the 
road too soon, ascended the bleak, wild 
mountains to the north, and must have 
followed the precise course of the unfor- 
tunate Allen, who perished on a similar trip 
afew weeks ago. Upon reaching the high- 
est point no familiar landmark met his vision, 
and, not daring to descend without being sure 
‘of the way, he wandered about for hours in 
search of some clew to his whereabouts. 
Night setin cold and dreary, and as he was 
about to give up from exhaustion and lay 
down to rest the dismal howl of a wolf was 
borne to his ear. Roused by this ominous 
sound, fear lent strength to his weak mus- 
cles, and he started along the ridge—he knew 
not whither. Soon other wolves were heard, 
and from the distinctness of the sounds he 
knew they must have scented him and were 
on his trail. Now thoroughlv awakened to 
a sense of danger, he hurried forward, wildiy 
peering out in the darkness, hoping to see 
the friendly tight of some rancber’s or miner’s 
cabin. Nearer came his pursuers, and, 
as no light appeared, the howling, s@ar!- 
ing fiends upon his track seemed to be 
sounding his death kneil. Soon he could hear 
their loud breathing and the pat, pat, pat of 
their many feet as they came swiftly over the 
frozen snow. With his eyes staring wildly 
into the great blank before him, and the per- 
spiration issuing from every pore like rain, 
he hastened forward. At last he feit instinc- 
tively that the game was up, that his pur- 
suers were upon him, and as he was about to 
haltand face them awoif sprang upon the 
heel of his snow-shoe and threw him. In his 
great fright he had not thought of dropping 
his heavy burden of mail, but as he feil it was 
hurled many yards away, and immediately 
seL upon by the famishing wolves, Taking 
advantage of the moment, Henninghouse 
struck a light, and, drawing some papers 
from his pocket, set fire to tnem, and the 
giare of the flames frightened the wolves 
this gave bim time to- mount his shoes, 
and, turnibg them down the _ steep 
mountain side, he flew forward 
with the speed of the wind, knowing 
nothing of the course before him, whether it 
led to safety or over a precipice hundreds of 
feetin depth. An angry snarl told him that 
the animals were again upon his track. In 
about twenty seconds he placed half a mile 
between himself and pursuers, and as he rode 
out into the valley he beheid a light only a 
short distance ahead. Screaming for help, he 
pushed on, and wassoop met by the inmates 
of Virgil Lamb’s cabin. As they came up to 
him he fainted from exhaustion, and was 
earried in aud cared for by Mr. and Mrs. 
Lamb. Two wolves came close to the cabin, 
but after afew howls they retraced their steps 
and disappeared in the darkness. We learn 
that Henninghouse is all right again, except 
a littie soreness of the muscles from over- 
exertion. He affirms, however, that if he 
packs any more mail for Uncle Sam in these 
parts it will be done during sunshine. 


A Great Gould Mansion. 
From a New York Letter. 

As to Gould, by the way, there is a new 
rumor afloat which seems rather extravagant, 
yet may be worth mentioning. The gist of i 
is that J. G@. meditates ‘*taking the shine off” 
Mr. Vanderbilt by building a mansion on 
Fifth avenue that will make the Vanderbilt 
establishment an ordinary one by comparison. 
I do not credit the rumor, but give it for what 
it may be worth. Gould’s ideais said to be 
to buy a whole block of ground, not simply a 
front, and build in the center, so that there 
may be plenty of room around for general 
effect. The Vanderbilt building has no 
ground, but fills up the avenue front, just as 
half a dozen houses built together might do, 
and though elaborate and handsome it 
makes but little show.

Mr. Vander- 
bilt bought four avenue lots in the same 
vicinity afew days ago for $100,000 each, and 
it is said that he intends to buiid on them fur 
his daughters. Mr. Bonner may not be 
willing to sell his valuable plot, in which case 
Gould would have to go further up the ave- 
nue, if he really has the intention ascribed to 
him, asaplot large enough for his purpose 
could not be found lower down. It may be 
that he has nothing of the kind in view, but 
at any rate he likes a comfortable home, and 
is not averse even to a little show. His coun- 
try seat back of the Hudson, and just beyond 
Yonkers, is one of tbe finestin the country. 
He does not spend much of his time there, 
but it is a good place fora rest now and then 
and a good investment besides, as he bougit 
itlow. Mr. Field has acountry seat in the 
same neighborhood, and Mr. Tilden’s is not 
very far from either.

the example of Thomas Jefferson be invoked 
to keep alive the glimmering spark of officia! 
virtue and public honor.

THE LAW LIBRARY. 


Alterations and Improvements in the Hall 
of Legal Light. 

For some time past some extensive altera- 
ations have been going forward in the Law 
Library, which occupies the upper portion of 
the southeast wing of the Court-house. 
To afford more space for read- 
ing and research, together with 
increased light and ventilation, the new 
managing board conceived theidea of trans- 
ferrinyg the contents of the casesin the center 
tothe nupperspaces ofthe surrounding walls. 
An extensive system of additional shelving, 
eight rows deep, was added avove the existing 
cases, to which access is had by 
& staircase and surrounding gallery. This 
arrangement leaves the entire floor space of 
the library free and furnishes room for in- 
creased table accommodation. The altera- 
tions nave been effected at an expense of $700, 
meeting with the hearty approval of the mem- 
bers. The upper shelves contain only those 
volumes which are not in _= “frequent 
demand. The library now numbers 10,000 vol- 
umes of the highest legal anthority in the 
Engiish language. A new volume is added 
nearly every day, showing that the present 
management understands how to keep up 
with the procession. It is proposed 
to add askylight, twenty four feet by twelve, 
for the comfort of summer readers and for 
increased light, and likewise it is in contem- 
plation to remove the obstructive Doric col- 
umns in the center of the library, which ere 
neither useful nor Ornamental. The Judges 
of the courts and city officers have 
the use of the Law Library at all 
times, thus saving the city the expense of fur- 
nishing and maintaining a library for the 
courts. There are at present 450 members of 
the Law Library,rcpresenting the cream of the 
profession, great care being taken of the 
exercise ot the ballot. The annual 
dues amount to $10, and the 
collection of legal volumes is probably the 
most complete in the United States. The Law 
Library is a private corporation. The present 
managing board is composed as follows: Arba 
N. Crane, President; L. B. Valliant, John W. 
Dryden, Geo. M. Stewart, John D. Lawson, 
(rectors; Frank W. Peebles, librarian.

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THE BIRTH RECORD. 
ssi sitllaineiede 
A City Ordinance That is Not Heeded 
by Reputable Physicians. 


-  — 
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The Health Department Determined to 
Keep Up Complete Records of 
Births and Deaths. 


Dr. Luedeking,Clerk of the Board of Health, 
is compiling bis annual report from the 
records, for the Municipal Assembly. Among 
other headings of interest in this reportis the 
register of births. Four years ago the annual 
return of births was about 4,000. It isnow 
9,000. Speaking of this to-day, Dr. Luedeking 
said: ‘*We have made wonderful progress in 
this matter during the past few years. The 
English system of classitication is used in all 
the records of the Health Department. 


A few years ago the records were incomplete 
and useless, but they have since improved 
greatly. Fully three-fourths of the births were 
not reported, aithough the city ordinance re- 
auired it, In 1878, the total number of births 
reported was 4,681; in 1879, 4,641; in 1880, 7.339, 
and for 188] it will exceed 8,000. By orders of 
Health Commissioner Francis, a Circular was 
sentto physicians, cajjing their attention to 
the necessity of making a faithful report to the 
boardinthe iuterest of the vital statiatics. 
The ordinance, which prescribes a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $100 for each 
violation, is asfollows: 

‘‘Tne Health Commissioner shall provide 
for the registration of all births, deaths and 
marriages occurring within the city of St. 
Louis, and for that purpose it shal! be the duty 
of every physician and midwite to report week: 
ly to the Health Commissioner, at or betore 
the hour of 40’clock inthe afternoon of Sat- 
urday of each and every week, in accordance 
with printed forms to be furnished by said 
HeaJth Commissioner, a statement of the sex 
and date of birth of every child born in this 
city, where they have attended the birth of 
such child; and in case no physician or mid- 
wife attended the birth of any child born in 
the citv, then, andi) thatcase, it is hereby 
made the duty of the father or mother to make 
such report to the Heaith Cominissioner.’’ 

‘*Any violation of this ordinance coming to 
the notice ot the board will be prosecuted in 
the Police Courts. On application, postal 
cards addressed to the board and ready to be 
filledin are furnished free. These have the 
name of the child, date of birth, sex, color, 
where born, father’s name, father’s birth- 
place, motner’s name and mother’s birth- 
place, Which are copied into the register un- 
der these heads. A laborious but valuable 
system was followed here for some time. We 
would take the death record forany month 
and find the infant mortality. If the birth of 
the child was not reported we could send no- 
tice to the parents to forward the requisite 
statistics to the board.’’ 

‘*Arethe records of any value now?’’ 

‘‘Well, they are scarcely of value in any 
Western city or State yet, but they will be, no 
doubt. Inthe older countries everything is 
reckoned from the register of births. Ina few 
weeks the work will be resumed by notifying 
physicians of their dntv, andin this way we 
hope to make the records complete and valu- 
abie. The only idea of Keeping this birth 
record is for information of the movements cf 
the population, and it would, of course, be of 
great use in alegal dispute. It was never in- 
tended, though, to assist in detecting any 
criminal acts.’’ 

ficalth Commissioner Francis has notited 
the fact that the large majority of births are 
reported by midwives. The physicians enjoy- 
ing arich practice pay no attention to the 
provisions of the ordinances. Though he 
would regret to institute police court prosecu- 
tions under the ordinances, Health Commis- 
sioner Francis will be obliged to keep up the 
completeness of the records of his department. 
the physicians continue to show the 
same disregard for the local laws 
that they have inthe past, a number of them 
will probably find themselves defendants to 
charges preterred by the department.

Balies Still Held Awaiting Information 
From Kansas. 


The opinion of officers at the Four Court- 
seems to be aimost unanimous as tO a mis- 


man arrested as ‘‘old man Bender.’’ A PostT- 


it was, undoubtedly, a case of misiaken ident 
tity on the part of the manGrieme. ‘‘I think 
his convictions are honest, but I don’t belleve 
the old manis Bender. He does not look at 
all like a bard character, and I think as soon 
aS answers come to the telegrams and letters 
sent to the Sheriff of Labette county, Kan- 
sas, the old fellow will be released.’’ 

Capt. Watkins, Chief of Detectives, was 
seen, and he said he had noidea the man wis 

sender, but said he, ‘‘Whena man comes in 

and swears positively thatitis Bender notice 
has gotto be taken of it. For this reason 
he was locked up and word sent out to Kansas, 
giving a description of the person arrestei, 
and asking the authorities there what 
they wished done. Ibave no more idea that 
he is Bender than I have that you are.’’ 

This opinion seems to be that of all of them. 
The oid man Balies was visited again and was 
foundin rather depressed spirits. He said 
that he had been sick for some time before 
being put in jail, and that the closeand damp 
air ofthe holdover added to his illness. He 
was asked the object of his leaving home and 
his visit to St. Louis. ‘‘] left my 
home,’’ said he, ‘*because my son’s wife and 
I could not agree. Rather than to have any 
disagreement between my son and his wife, I 
left the home I had lived in for many vears. 
At the time I left 1 was in good health and per- 
fectly abie to make my living. However, I 
was taken sick with some sort of a 
fever, and have been ailing from it 
ever since. I came to St. Louis because 
I wanted to find the grave of my eldest son, 
Jacob, who was named after myself. He 
served in the Union army for two terms of 
three yearseach. After he was discharged he 
came to 8t. Louis, where he took sick with the 
measles and died. This was the last I heard 
of him. lIwanted to find his grave before I 
died, and was looking for it when I was 
arrested.’’

He had no money 
to zo back home on. He asked the reporter 
to have a letter sentto his folks and neigh- 
bors in Uniontown, Bourbon county, Kansas 
telling them of his whereabouts an 
condition.

other day in the directors’ room of tne Poly- 
technic Building. Only about ten men were 
present, and nine-tenths of the public had not 
the slightest conception of the convention’s 
purpose, nor stopped to investigate it.

‘‘Kut what about the ensilage?’’ piped an 
impatient old journalist at the head of the 
table. 

‘‘Don’t be ina hurry; I’m coming to that. 
I arose earlier than usual one morning and 
saw alarge number of wagons crossing over 
from the other side of tne river. Curious to 
know whatthe wagons contained, I followed 
them, and found the loads consisted of the 
pulp ot sugar beet roots, with the green tops. 
The wagons were conveyed to the end 
of the field, where the contents were dumped 
into long trenches. These trenches were 
about ten feet deep, heavily wallea all around 
and of great length. As rapidly asthe pulp 
was thrown in, a force ot men tramped it 
down, until the immense wagon loads disap- 
peared like water in a rat-hole. I could not for 
the life of me make out what the men were 
doing, and as none of them spoke 
English, I was forced to suffer in 
silence. About this time the Count put 
in an appearance, and smiled at my perplex- 
ity. ‘Count,’ said I, ‘whatis this, anyhow?’ 
Ensilage,’he replicd.‘Whatin h—1l is ensilage?’ 
I inquired.’’ 

‘‘Did you make those intellectual inquiries 
in German?’’ broke in a fresh hand atthe 
journalistic plow.

To-day they are prosperous and 
happy, andIilcan goto Congress from any of 
their districts.’’
